Sex offenses charged

CATKINS GLEN — Mark E. Hills, a former local 
outmaster, was indicted by a Schuyler Comity 
grand jury Friday on 28 counts alleging he had de- 
viate sexual intercourse with three Boy Scouts within 
the last four years. 

Hills, 29, of Route 414. Town of Dix, is scheduled to 
be arraigned before Schuyler County Judge John P. 
Callanau Monday at 9:30 a.m. He is free on $5,000 
baiL 

The indictment charges Hills with the following: 
1 18 counts of third-degree sodomy, a class E felo- 
ny. 

■ Three counts of second-degree sodomy, a class 
D felony. 

■ Five counts of third-degree sexual abuse, a mis- 
demeanor. 

■ Two counts of endangering the welfare of a 
child, a misdemeanor.

M. Schlather of Ithaca, said Fri- 
day night that he had not yet seen 
'the indictment but added: "I can 
. assure you that his (Hills') plea

Hills was Scoutmaster with Boy 
Scout Troop 79 of Moreland from 
January 1378 until last March 14, 
when he was suspended, according 
; to Keith Douglass, Scout executive 
with the Sullivan Trail Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America. Troop 
79 is part of that council. 

Grover Odenthal, a Watkins 
Glen area lawyer appointed to 
prosecute the case, declined com- 
ment 

The indictments followed an in- 
vestigation by Sgt Philip C. Bar- 
nes of the Schuyler County

1 Two of the Scouts, who were 12 
years old when the incidents first 

'occurred, are now 16, Barnes said, 

* The third is 14, Barnes said. Their 
. identities have not been, made: pub- 
lic 

The incidents allegedly occurred 
between August 1984 and March of 
this year r according to the indict- 
ment 

According to the indictment, 
Hills "did engage in regular and 
repeated acts of deviate sexual in- 
tercourse, amounting to two or 
three times each week, with 
(boy's name is deleted), 12 years 
of age," during August Septem- 
ber and October 1984 in a wooded 
area behind Hills' home. 



Another incident also involving 
a boy who was 12 at the time, is 
alleged to have occurred some- 
time between Jan. 17, 1985 and 
March 3, 1985 at the Moreland 
Grange in the Town of Dix. 

Other incidents allegedly oc- 
curred during 1986 and 1987 at 
Camp Moreland on Catlin Hill 
Road in the Town of Dix. Others 
allegedly occurred in February of 
this year at the Watkins Glen 
Community Center. 

renis also faces two counts of 
third-degree sodomy in Genesee 
County. State police at Batavia 
filed those charges June 30, alleg- 
ing that Hills had deviate sexual 
intercourse with a Scout who was 
14 at the time, during a 1986 camp- 
ing trip to Darien Lake Fun Coun- 
try. 

Genesee County District Attor- 
ney Robert C. Noonan said Friday 
the charges will be presented to a 
grand jury in four to six weeks. 

The state Penal Law defines 
second-degree sodomy as deviate 
sexual intercourse committed by 
person older than 18 with another 
person less than 14 years old. 
Each count is punishable by either 
a sentence of probation or a prison 
term of up to seven years. 

Third-degree sodomy is defined 
as deviate sexual intercourse com- 
mitted by a person 21 or older 
with another person less than 17. 
Each count is punishable by a sen- 
tence of probation or a prison 
term of up to four years. 

Each misdemeanor count is pun- 
ishable by a tine or a jail term of 
up to one year.

WATKINS GLEN — Two Watidns Glen RD 2 
men were charged with sodomy in separate 
incidents Saturday by the Schuyler County 
Sheriffs Department* . 

James E. Sutton, 52, of Route 414, Watkins 
Glen, was charged with first-degree sodomy 
and first-degree sexual abuse by Sgt Philip 
Barnes. Sutton was charged for allegedly 
having sexual conduct with a young child for 
whom he was caring March 11 in the Town of 
Dix. 

Sutton was arraigned before Town of Dix 
Justice Alan Gregory and committed to the 
Schuyler County Jail in lieu of $6,000 cash bail 
or $12,000 bail bond* 

Mark E. Hills,, 29, of Route 414, Watkins Glen, 
was charged with third-degree sodomy and 
endangering the welfare of a child. Barnes 
charged that Rills had sexual conduct with a 
youth under the age of 17 over the iast^wo 
years. In the course of the investigation, 
Barnes learned that Hills may have had sexual 
conduct with a second youth resulting in the 
endangering the welfare of. a.minor charge. 

Hills was arraigned before Town of Reading 
Justice Peter Pevo and committed to the 
Schuyler County Jail in lien of $5,000 baiL-
